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OPPOSITION 
TO POULTRY 


PORTERVILLE, Mar. 6 — Strong 
opposition to creation of a state 
poultry promotion council has been 
expressed by the poultry depart- 
ment of the Tulare County Farm 
Bureau. : 

The new council would be estab- 
lished under a bill that has been 
introduced by Richard McCollister, 
of San Rafael, in the current ses- 
sion of the state legislature, 

The bill proposes that the poul- 
try promotion plan be financed by 
a one cent tax per hundred pounds 
of chicken feed sold. 

P. F. McCall, chairman of the 
county Farm Bureau’s poultry de- 
partment, states that formation of 
such a council is unnecessary, 
since existing law through mar- 
keting orders and agreements per- 
mits the adoption of farm com- 
modity promotion programs by 
determination of the producers of 
the commodity concerned. 

The bill is also opposed on the 
ground is that it would create a 
program by act of the legislature 
without producer referendum, and 
would impose a mandatory pay- 
ment by every producer of poultry 
products. 

The bill makes no provision for 
discontinuing the program if pro- 
ducers are dissatisfied with it, or 
if it is unsuccessful.

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A GOOD MOVE 


Considerable traffic trouble some time in the future has been 
averted by a small act of initiative on the part of Cap Carleson, Por- 
terville's city engineer.

FLORIDA FREEZE 
LOSS SET AT 
20 PER CENT 


(From The Lindsay News) 

LINDSAY, Mar. 6.— Although 
freeze damage to Florida citrus is 
not as bad as was first expected, 
it reduced the forecast from a rec- 
ord 102 million 90-pound boxes to 
80 million boxes for the season — 
about a 20 per cent loss. 

These facts were brought forth 
here last Wednesday night by 
Bruce Moore, manager of the Sun- 
kist field department when he 
spoke to some 300 local area grow- 
ers in the Washington Elementary 
School multi-purpose room. Moore 
returned recently from a trip to 
survey the Florida freeze damage. 

Helping to lessen the damage to 
the fruit, Moore pointed out, was 
the fact that the continued long 
cold spell tended to keep the fruit 
trees on the dormant side. 

“As to the actual damage to the 
trees,’ Moore said, ‘‘no one can 
estimate that, as it is impossible 
to do so until new growth starts 
and the orange is set. Usually with 
oranges the crop is bigger follow- 
ing a freeze.”

Perhaps, but only to bring 
forth another question. 

WHY DIDN’T Mr. Cummings 
make the original purchase? The 
city charter says that his job as city 
purchasing agent is to buy for 
the various city departments; he 
is being paid to serve as city pur- 
chasing agent (break down on the 
$814 per month that the city pays 
Mr. Cummings is this: 75 per cent 
for city manager, 25 per cent for 
city purchasing agent) yet in this 
case, he was not performing his 
duty as purchasing agent. 

WHY? 

AGAIN WE state that in the 
interest of efficient city govern- 
ment and economical expenditure 
of tax money, city councilmen 
should thoroughly check the poli- 
cies and procedures of the office 
of city purchasing agent over a 
period of the last four years. 

IF THIS is done, we predict that 
they will find considerable var- 
jance between actual functioning 
of the office and city charter spe- 
cifications for the office.

WASHINGTON, Mar. 6 — Im- 
mediate postal rate increases to 
reverse the trend toward larger 
and larger postal deficits, have 
been recommended to Congress by 
the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States. 
While the chamber did not pro- 
pose specific rates, it pointed out 
that the five cent rate for first- 
class, non-local mail, recommend- 
jed in President Eisenhower’s Bud- 
get message, would more nearly 
meet the goal of a balanced postal 
budget than the four cent rate 
proposed by the House.

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It hasn’t been made clear that 
the new fishing regulations adopt- 


;ed by the fish and game commis- 


sion last Friday do not, repeat, do 
not become effective until Satur- 
day, March 29, 1958. 

For instance it will not be legal 
to use live minnows in Pine Flat 
reservoir until March 29 and then 
the species of minnows will be re- 
stricted to the fathead, golden 
shiner or mudsucker. Live min- 
nows for bait are legal in Miller- 
ton lake now but there is no re- 
striction as to the species of min- 
nows except that carp or goldfish 
may not be used at any time in 
any place. 

What applies to Millerton ap- 
plies to Redinger lake (formerly 
Dam 7) but beginning March 29 
Redinger ‘will again be legally 
classified as a trout lake eet 
closed to fishing except during the 
trout season. However, by a slip 
up, Redinger is now open to the 
taking of any fish present includ- 
ing trout and will remain so until 
March 29 and then it will be 
elosed until the opening of the 
trout season on May 3 and the use 
of minnows will be legal. | 

Lots of valley anglers go to Lake 
Almanor in Plumas county and it 
was declared a year ’round fishing 
lake for all species of fish includ- 
ing trout but not starting until 
the opening of the regular trout 
season. This change was made at 
the request of the organized 
sportsmen in the area but the com- 
mission tacked a provision on the 
order that no catchable size or 
sub-catchable trout will be stocked 
in Almanor as long as it remained 
a year ’round fishing lake. 

The Kings river from the dam 
downstream to the CVP canal is 
now closed to all fishing except 
during the trout season. Starting 
March 29 this closure will be ex- 
tended to Highway 180 crossing at 
Centerville. 

Again on the March “‘f-day” the 
San Joaquin river from the dam 
at Friant to Highway 41 crossing | 
will be closed to all fishing except 
during the trout season.

Tax Proposal 

SACRAMENTO, Mar. 6 — The 
proposed 1958 initiative for re- 
vising California’s tax system 
would mean a net loss in state rev- 
enue of at least $36 million, State 
Controller Robert C. Kirkwood has 
stated. 

Under the proposal, the state 
would lose $200 million in sales 
tax revenue and gain $164 million 
from increased personal income 
tax payments by taxpayers in the 
middle and upper income brackets, 
Kirkwood Said. Subtract the gain 
from the loss and you have a net 
loss in state income of $36 million.

Interim Committee on Highway | 


Problems was created by action on 
both houses, and was authorized 


; to study major problems connected 


with our state highway system. A 
subcommittee of the main group 
was later established to investi- 
gate problems connected with op- 
erations of various types of motor 
vehicles on highways, especially 
that of safe driving. This sub- 
committee on highway operations 
held its first hearing in. January, 


convened for the second part of 
the current budget session. 


At the first hearing, traffic ex- 
perts from all parts of our vast 
state united in maintaining that 
to drive safely on a modern free- 
Way requires a special type of 
knowledge of every driver who 
must doit. They agreed that such 
knowledge can be_ transmitted 
through education, but also that 
too many untrained drivers kill 
themselves and others before they 
acquire the knowledge of freeway 
safe driving principles. These ex- 
perts explained that, there are 
three major causes of accidents on 


freeways: 1) driving at excessive 
speed; 2) changing lanes too 
sharply; and 3) following other 


vehicles too closely. 

A number of possible remedies 
were suggested to the subgroup, 
but it was admitted that all of 
them together would provide only 
a partial solution. One was that 
changing lanes be prohibited on 
long, uninterrupted stretches of 
freeway. Still another called for 
enforcement of all traffic laws on

trol, rather than by officers of 
every municipality throuh which 
they have been built.

The subcommittee’s recent meet- 
ing, in view of this commonly ac- 
cepted need for more and better 
education was directed to the 
problem of reaching the driving 
public with an effective story of 
how to drive most safely on free- 
ways.
